1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks 
filed June 18, 2004 and August 9, 2004. All rejections have been overcome.

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1 , 4, 6, 7, and 1 1 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statements of reasons for allowance: the rejections have all 
been overcome by the present Examiner's amendment and Applicant's present response. While 
Renjilian (US 4,569,883) and Everhart et al. (US 5,801,107) are believed to be the closest prior art, 
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they fail to teach or fairly suggest a nonwoven fabric comprising a single homogeneous fibrous batt 
formed of fibers selected from the group consisting of carded cotton fibers and a carded blend of 
cotton fibers and synthetic fibers, wherein the single fibrous batt is entangled by the application of 
hydraulic energy to opposite expansive surfaces of said fibrous batt to form a nonwoven fabric, 
said nonwoven fabric having highly entangled, opposite outer surface regions and a lightly 
entangled inner core region positioned between said highly entangled outer surface regions formed 
by application of hydraulic energy in the range of about 0.027 to 0.046 hp-hr/lb.
